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First movies 
in Wilmington? 


‘The old Silver Lake Betterment 
Hall is scheduled to be torn down 
in a couple of weeks. The pro- 
perty has been taken over by the 
town in default, as the old Bet- 
terment Association charter no 
longer exists. and there is no 
legal owner. 

In the days before World War 
I the hall was built by the Silver 
Lake Ladies Club. with names of 
ladies now gone being prominent. 
the Mrs. Fitzgerald of Fitz Ter- 
race, and Mrs. Eban Melzar, for 
instance. The clubhouse was 
built for summertime use, with a 
magnificent stone fireplace being 
‘built by Peter Neilson in 1918. 

It @ lovely place for those 
days and times, There wasn't 
much traffic on Main Street. other 
than the hourly street cat between 
Boston and Lowell, and the ladies 
and their children would have 
socials. and parties, and there 
were more than a few war rallies, 
during World War I, with young- 
sters getting up on the platform 
to sing “*Over There" and" Roses 
of Picardy 

‘The first movies in Wilmington 
were probably shown in the old 
Ladies Club. during those World 
War I'days. The blinds would be 
drawn, and the movie operator 
and his machine would be out in 
the middle of the hall. amidst the 
youngsters who had paid a nickle 
or a dime to watch. The admin- 
istrators of the fire laws of today 
would be horror striken, at the 
thought of highly inflammable 
film in the open. in the midst of 
more than a few dozen children. 
in a wooden building. but there

was never any accident The 
writer saw his first movie. (it 
is to be believed) under those 
circumstances - Charles Chaplin 
in “Soldier Arms", and probably 
as many children saw the movies 
by peeking through cracks in the 
curtains, ete, as saw them by pay- 
ing the admission price. 
Afterwards the property was ac 
quired by the Silver Lake Better 
ment Association an organization 
for semi-political purposes. and 
the first of several regional bet- 
terment associations in Wilming- 
ton. The Betterment Association 
was formed in the late 1930's. 
and about the time of World War 
II the hall was used for war ral-

Joseph F. Courtney, attorney, former Town Manager and former Profes- 
sor of Government for Urban Affairs, told the Selectmen, Monday night 
what he thought of the proposal for Planned Unit Development Districts in 
Wilmington. The proposal, he said, raises more questions than it solves. 

Courtney was speaking to the Selectmen at their request, after their reac- 
tion of two weeks ago, in which four of the Selectmen were cool to the pro- 
posals of the Planning Board. » 


Courtney warned the Selectmen 
that the proposed PUD concept 
raised more questions than it 
solved. and was not responsive 
to the specific issue of Garden 
Apartments. He cautioned that the 
controversies associated with P 
U.D. could easily result in its re 
jection by the Town Meeting 
leaving the town without any’ op- 
portunity to vote by separate 
articles on both PUD and Garden 
Apartments. 

While congratulating the Plan: 
ning Board on an “imaginative 
approach” to the long term hous 
ing problems of the town, he 
stressed that the P.U.D proposal 
was much a more complicated 
matter than the relatively. basic 
question of whether or not to al

in Courtney's opinion, unrealis- 
tic restrictions offered by the 
Planning Board on apartment 
development would limit apart- 
ment development in Wilmington 
to developments subsidized by 
state and federal agencies. 

Among the specific criticisms 
made by Courtney were the net 
density limitations of approx- 
imately two dwelling units per 
acre, which on the average basis 
he said, placed a premium on 
swamp land and penalized the use 
of good quality land, Courtney 
suggested that 100 acres of swamp 
and five acres of development 
land, controlled by onw owner 
would offer the best chance for 
feasible development 

Another objection was directed 


come rentals. 


towards the insistance of the 
Planning Board that the maximum 
length of apartment buildings be 
measured by combining the front 
and back land of an apartment 
building - the so-called “facade 

while two houses up to 240 feet 
in length could be built while 
measuring the front of the struc- 
ture. 

Courtney took serious exception 
to this “facade” proposal in com- 
bination with excessive setbacks 
in driveways, which. he argued 
would prevent a developer from 
providing attractive variety in 
size and shape of buildings. The 
result, in Wilmington, he said 
would be “Fort Devens Contem- 
porary”. every building looking 
like every other building. 

A further objection stressed by 
Courtney was the Planning Board 
nce that every interior 
VW connect to two separate 
streets, He pointed out that this 
was bad planning. since it made 
every driveway @ through street 
and a traffic hazard, and preven- 
ted a competent apartment deve- 
loper from assuring controlled 
access to apartment buildings.

School building needs in Wilmington.are 
still a critical problem. As a result of 
the town’s rejection of the School Com- 
mittee’s request to purchase the Roberts 
Estate at the November 21. 1970 Town 
Meeting. the School Committee has 
formulated this Advisory Committee to 
study the problem of future school build- 
ing requirements and_report its findings 
back to the School Committee. It was 
requested that the Advisory Committee 
report take the form of recommendations 
which the School Committee may use in 
all of its future building considerations. 

The Advisory Committee was formulated 
during December. 1970. and it is made up 
of representatives from all of the various 
Town Boards and Commissions. School 
Administrative Personnel. and Concerned 
Citizens. 

After six months of intensive study 
involving 20 meetings. the Advisory Com- 
mittee now feels prepared to make its 
recommendations to the School Commit- 
tee, These recommendations came about 
after visiting neighboring schools. local 
schools, meeting with architects for hasic 
information. School Building Assistance 
Bureau. and working with a vast amount 
of data having to do with school building 
needs. 

Our recommendations. 
as follows 

1. Construct a high school addition suf- 
ficient to meet the educational specifi- 
cations as outlined in “The Wilmington 
Report” as prepared by Hill. Miller.

2. Acquire all available land in the pre- 
sent high school area as possible. This 
type of acquisition of land would bring 
the total site up to approximately forty 
(40) acres. 

3. Construct an addition that would have 
future expansion possibilities. It is the 
feeling of the Advisory Committee that 
this factor should be considered now by 
the School Committee and be incorpor- 
ated into their recommendations to the 
Permanent Building Committee. 

4. Construct an addition that meets the 
educational needs of today. but more 
important the educational needs of the 
future. The addition. therefore. requires 
a great deal of imagination and flexibil- 
ity, and every effort should be made by 
the selected architect to fulfill this most 
important requirement. The construc- 
tion itself should be of good quality - 
not the cheapest -not the most expen- 
sive. Changes in building construction 
such as a systems approach should be 
explored. 

The Advisory Committee in making 
these recommendations regarding a 
High School addition fully realizes that 
we are only dealing with the needs at the 
9-12 level. We recognize the needs of 
the 1-6 and 7-8 levels, and we encourage 
the School Committee to concern itself 
with these other levels in the very near 
future. We consider our recommenda- 
tions as a major first step in solving the 
future school building needs of Wilming- 
ton.

There still has not been enough opportunity, as of this 
writing. to evaluate the current proposals of the Plan- 
ning Board for the establishment of Planned Unit De- 
velopment zoning districts in Wilmington. 

The reactions of the writer, gs the discussions went on, 
prior to submission of the article were several. These 
reactions, of course. were personal, and subject to cor- 
rection because of more or later information. 

But the first question that opooed out was: Why does the 
Board of Appeals figure so much in the proposed by-law? 
‘The Board of Appeals. it seems, is being put in the place 
of passing judgements on items that properly should go 
before professional engineers. This doesn't sound’ 
right 

A second question: Is the minimum area of 200,000 
square feet. as proposed by the Wilmington Planning 
Board. really large enough? The reaction of the writer 
is that it should be larger. The “quick answer" is that 
it should be larger because of the possibilities of pro- 
fessional offices. etc. being allowed in the P.U.D. dis- 
tricts. If, for instance. there were to be just apartment 
housing then 200.000 square feet sounds as though it 
could be large enough. but for all types of housing. plus 
professional offices. - make the P.U.D. area larger 

To shed a little light on these thoughts: The writer 
attended the spring meeting of Region 5A, Massachu- 
setts Federation of Planning Boards. in Saugus on May 
19th. There were three or four Professors present. 
knowledgeable in planning. One of them was Wilmington’s 
Professor Eliot 

Eliot told the meeting that the professional planners 
are trying to get the State Legislature to eliminate a 
lot of the business about Board of Appeals. in the sta- 
tutes. as they are being revised. He asked that the 
assembled planning board members get in contact with 
their local legislators Apparantly Professor Eliot 
doesn't like the Board of Appeals passing judgement on 
some of the guestions any more than this writer does. 

Another professor, a gentleman from MIT. was asked 
by the writer what he personally believed the P.U.D 
should have for area. His answer. in effedt: In Boston. 
at least an acre. In towns such as this. (Saugus) at 
least five acres. and preferably 10 or more.

and his proposal. If that had happened he would have 
had his stadium, probably, and possibly there would not 
be one now building in the town of Foxboro. 

Mr. Greene finally hired a local lawyer and a local 
engineer, to answer some of the many questions that 
the Town Fathers, other than that chairman of Select- 
men were asking. They produced some good answers 
for their part, and probably were never paid for their 
efforts. 

The main question was taxes. Mr. Green, in his op- 
timistic figures put down a sum of money which was 
sort of “in lieu of taxes”, ‘and if memory serves 
correctly the sum was $250,000. This was only dis- 
cussed publicly once, on a question from Stanley Webber, 
and Green hastened to say that “this hasn't been nego- 
tiated yet": 

Strictly speaking, taxes are not to be negotiated, and 
the Town of Wilmington could not afford to get into a 
position where it has a reputation of negotiating taxes. 

The Stadium taxes would have in the neighborhood of 
half a million dollars a year. If Wilmington had ‘‘nego- 
tiated’ what would have companies like Avco, which 
pays about 20% of the taxes in this town want to do - 
wouldn't Avco be right if it tao, proposed to ‘negotiate’? 
That word was definitely a hot potato, and except for the 
individual, everyone in town government, or those who 
watch the town government closely knew the town could 
not affort to ‘negotiate’ 

Which is what makes the stdtement of the stadium 
realty trust interesting. 

Land on which the stadium is being built is leased by 
the trust for a period of 50 years with a rental of 25 
cents per paid admission. The minimum annual rent is 
$25,000, ranging to a maximum of $100,000 to be paid 
to the Town of Foxboro” 

Let the reader make of that what he will. The Stadium 
has declared that there are earnings this year of six 
cents a share. From the taxpayers of Foxboro?

Greene. He chose a good site, and in many ways there 
was good thinking in his project. Unfortunately. there 
were points that were glossed over, and it was on one of 
those points that the Stadium proposal was wrecked 

Other publications than this one. not paying attention: to 
those points, which were mainly financial. printed the 
press releases of the promotor with big headlines. ar 
theré "were more Whah's Tew gOIBIE persotis in Wilmi 
ton whé were willing to blame the Town Fathers for the 
slow progress.
